--AND MAKES AN APPEAL TO OVERSEAS MEMBERS 


ELIZABETH FAGG, Chairman of the Memorial Furnishings Donations Committee-- 
which she calls the "Scrounge Committee"-- put out a call to overseas members 
to call on officials of restaurants and hotels in their areas for ashtrays for 
the Club's new quarters. 
"Don't steal them," she said. "Well have trouble 
enough when they get to the Club." She said that 
the idea behind the request was to collect enough 
so that members could have a reminder of their old 
haunts--be it Miyoshi's or the Semiramis Hotel.
